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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments, see paper filed on 
10/28/05, with respect to the rejection under 35 U. S. C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Fujimoto et at. (US Pat. 6,830,973) have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 102(e) final rejection has been withdrawn. However, the 103(a) rejection (as being 
unpatentable over Kim et al. (US Pat. 6,806,517) in view of Gluschenkov et al. (US Pat. 6,667,197)) is proper. 

With regard to the applicant's argument that "Gluschenkov does not anywhere teach or suggest that thermal growth oxide is a 
substitute for CVD deposition of oxide. Kim does not anywhere teach or suggest that thermal growth oxide is a substitute for CVD 
deposition of oxide", Ajmera et al. (US Pat. 6,566,210) provides evidence that thermal growing such as taught by Gluschenkov is art 
recognized equivalent oxide forming method to CVD (col. 5, lines 5-12 and col. 6, lines 19-34). It should be noted that Kim et al. and 
Gluschenkov et al. are within the same field of endeavor, that is, in semiconductor processing of forming oxide layer. Therefore, the 
method steps of Gluschenkov are analogous to the method of steps of Kim.. 
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
